sented new thonght. Pafotine and seulpture,
being developed from the sanme methods of ox-
pression, when underlying vision, manifest a
constant tendeney to leok bLack. and therefore
to imitate and deplet what has interrupted the
conternplation of one object of sight aod pre-
sented another. “This, it will e observed,
cleara up the vaeue common understaniting of
poetry, palnting, and senipture, and enables us
to sco these matters for what they really are,
It is & true philosophical definition, ealeulured
to Increase that sense i us which declares that
no mystery will beable to maintain ivelf uiti-
mutely. The Professor italicizes the words = taik
back ™ and *1nok back." thereby cnusing his
definition to invade the understanding with
something ke a thrill, but the style af the book
is such that even where there are no italies the
reader receives a very deep joy. Some of the
crities, it sevms, have failed 1o read 'rof. Ray-
mond’s earlier volumes, and in the Inck of an
understanding of them have permitied them-
selves to spenk joconsly and even Mippantly of
his work. In
critios, and It must b said that seme o their
comments were calenlated (o exasperate even
n philosophical suthor.
